Don’t “kick” against any proposed neces- 
sary improvement because it is not near 
your own door, or for fear your taxes will be 
raised 15 cents.

Every lover of Virginia must re- 
joice at the general awakening which 
is seen throughout that State. No 
longer content to let their blessings 
remain unimproved, the people of 
the Old Dominion are at work, and 
they will soon serve notice upon their 
sister States of the South that Vir- 
ginia is in the race for industrial 
supremacy, and she has never yet 
been a laggard in any undertaking 
when once thoroughly aroused. 
From one end of the State to the 
other there is a thrill of new life and 
new energy. The old towns that 
have never before felt the influence 
of stirring energy in industrial activ- 
ities, are one after another rapidly 
falling into line. For years Roanoke, 
the young giant of the Southwest, 
stood out alone as the solitary town 
whose whole energy was bent to the 
development of manufactures. Roa- 
noke was the advance guard. Its 
great progress, from a country village 
of 400 people eight years ago to a 
bustling center of activity where 
10,000 people now live, and where 
immense locomotive and car works, 
furnaces and other prosperous enter- 
prises pour out an annually increas- 
ing stream of wealth, has been the 
wonder of the State. Other towns 
looked on and vainly imagined that 
it was but a bubble which would soon 
vanish, but as year after year Roan- 
oke developed, broadening and deep- 
ening the foundation of its industrial 
future, a spirit of emulation was 
aroused and now one town after 
another falls into line. Wytheville 
was one of the first to appreciate 
the new order of things, Lexington 
followed apace, Staunton stepped 
briskly forward, West Point deter- 
mined not to be left behind, and then 
Charlottesville, Salem and others join- 
ed the march of progress. The 
larger towns and cities, like Lynch- 
burg and Richmond, are also pushing 
out, determined that their smaller if 
not younger competitors should not 
lead them too far in the new work of 
industrial development. Salem, which 
might been a great city ere this, if 
it had secured the junction of the 
Norfolk & Western and Shenandoah 
Valley Roads, instead of Roanoke, 
has at last aroused to the fact that 
there is yet a greater future before it. 
Its people are now working in har- 
mony, unitedly determined that they 
will yet give Roanoke, their near 
neighborhoo'l, a strong pull for first 
place.

The MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
has persistently urged the import- 
ance of seeking to attract immigra- 
tion South, and last year, when the 
“Alabama on wheels” exposition 
started through the Northwest, we 
strongly commended thescheme. The 
practical results are already seen, and 
Mr. R. F. Kolb, the Alabama com- 
missioner of immigration, in an inter- 
view published in the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, says : 

Within the past three months I have 
located over a thousand good citizens in the 
State, and have brought $1,000,000 here to 
be invested in plants. The newcomers are 
a good class of people. Mr. Johnson, of 
Red Oak, Iowa, is an old man of sixty years 
and a millionaire, He came down to Macon 
county and bought 7,000 acres of land in 
one body, paying $70,000 forit. He brought 
his sons and sons-in-law and neighbors, and 
since they came others, who followed them, 
have invested fifteen or twenty thousand 
more in Macon county. Last week a com- 
mittee of Macon county people waited on 
me and asked me to use my influence to 
send them more people like Mr. Johnson 
and his friends. 

The 1,000 or more immigrants will aver- 
age about $3,000 each. There is $3,000,000 
gone into the agricultural life of the State. 
But for the yellow fever scare I would have 
brought a great deal more. This spring we 
will get many more immigrants, I am re- 
ceiving fifty letters of inquiry a day. 

The million dollars in plants is invested 
in a diversity of enterprises in Sheffield, 
Birmingham and other towns. Mr, Ewing 
and a party of gentlemen from Iowa have 
bought the cave at Huntsville, and will 
spend a half million dollars in dummy lines 
and other improvements. 

The sixty days’ trip of “Alabama on 
wheels” cost the different communities of 
Alabama $25,000, though only $1,300 was 
paid out of the State treasury. We distrib- 
uted 30,000,000 pages of printed matter, 
and over 250,000 people passed through the 
car. There was not a day when less than 
5,000 people passed through. 

This demonstrates what can be 
done by practical work, and what 
could be accomplished by such an 
exposition of Southern resources in 
New York, as the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD was the first to suggest.

Greatness. 


However the Ar American people 
may differ as to the measure of pro- 
tection to be afforded to our indus- 
tries, the fact that the United -States 
has a long lead over other countries 
in productive power is a convincing 
argument in favor of the protective 
policy, or, as it is styled, the “Amer- 
ican system.” Mulhall, the renowned 
English statistician, in a paper read 
recently before the British Associa- 
tion, grouped the productive energies 
of the four leading manufacturing 
countries of the world, as follows— 
the power being stated in “millions of 
foot-tons daily” :

These figures show that the work- 
ing power of this country is nearly 
three times as great as that of France, 
almost two and a-half times as great 
as that of Germany, more than one 
and two third’s times that of Eng- 
land, and as great as that of England 
and Germany combined. Mr. Mul- 
hall calculates that the next census 
will show in the United States a 
population of 66,000,000, an energy 
of 100,000,000,000 of foot-tons per 
day, and $70,000,000,000 of accumu- 
lated wealth. No people in all his- 
tory has ever made a like showing. 

It requires reflection for one to 
comprehend the full significance of 
these figures. Seventy thousand mil. 
lions of accumulated wealth! The 
figures awe one’s judgment ; and yet, 
they would not afford a fair basis 
upon which to calculate the growth 
of this country for the next decade, 
for the work of Southern develop- 
ment may be said to have just begun, 
and the ratio of its progress defies 
even approximation. It may be as- 
serted that our marvelous material 
progress has been achieved in spite 
of “protection,” but as we lead the 
world in consumptive capacity, while 
we lead it in productive energy, such 
assertion is reduced to absurdity. 
We may differ as to the details of our 
protective tarifis, but the American 
system finds its vindication in com- 
mon sense and experience—espe- 
cially the experience of the past 
quarter of a century. Let us take 
care of America first, and that is the 
policy which the MANUPFACUTRERS’ 
RECORD is so steadily working for.

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The Quality of Southern Iron 
as Compared with Penn- 
sylvania and Other 
Brands. 


Many Northern iron makers, who 
have been forced to admit that the 
South could make cheap iron, have 
often claimed that it could not make 
good iron, but could only produce 
the lower grades. This idea is being 
rapidly dispelled by facts, but the 
following letter on this subject will 
prove of interest. Messrs. Warren. 
Wood & Co., of New York, who 
handle pig iron largely and are 
brought into close relation with pro- 
ducers and consumers, North and 
South, write to the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD on the subject of the quality 
of Southern iron as follows: 


In the rapid growth of the quantity of 
iron made in the Southern States it has gen- 
erally been overlooked that the improve- 
ment in the quality of the iron produced has 
been equally as great, and it is now conced 
ed that many of the Southern furnaces are 
producing iron of superior quality to any 
made in this country or Great Britain. 

It is believed that if the same care were 
taken in the selection of ores at some of the 
furnaces in Alabama as in Norway and 
Sweden, they could turn out an article equal 
in every respect to irons made in those 
countries. In fact, one of the charcoal fur- 
naces there has produced an iron the analy- 
sis of which proved it to be superior to any 
brand known, and the consumer who worked 
this iron into American-Russia sheets made 
an offer of several dollars per ton over the 
selling price for a large lot, provided the same 
quality could be furnished, but it was found 
to be too expensive to hand-pick the ores as 
they do in Norway and Sweden. 

Another of the furnaces, using all brown 
hematite ores, with Pocahontas coal as fuel, 
has produced an iron which for strength has 
astonished the trade. One customer, who 
has tested this iron in connection with other 
brands, such as Secaucus, reported that it 
increased.the strength of his castings eight 
times. The new Woodstock furnaces ex- 
pect to produce this grade of iron, as their 
ores are the best in Alabama and their coke 
of a superior quality. 

The Melrose and Williamson American- 
Scotch irons, (the former made by the Citico 
Furnace Co.,) after long and repeated 
tests, are pronounced far superior to any for- 
eign brand of Scotch. In not one single in- 
stance have they failed to do the work when 
put to the test, and all users pronounce them 
much cleaner. 

One of the officers of the largest pro- 
ducers of Scotch iron, who has recently 
visited these furnaces, stated that the iron 
was superior to any made in this country, 

‘and the time was not far distant when for- 
eign iron would cease to come to this mar- 
ket. This statement was made after a tho- 
rough examination of the iron and compari- 
son of analyses. The strong foundry grades 
are steadily creeping into the trade that for 
years was controlled by the Pennsylvania 
furnaces, and when once they get a foot- 
hold it is very hard to displace them. 

It not generally known that nearly all the 
Pennsylvania furnaces are using some per- 
centage of Lake Superiorore. This is done 
to enable them to use_a larger quantity of 
low grade native ores, which they are com- 
pelled to do in order to keep in blast at the 
present low prices. The mixture of the 
Lake Superior ore no doubt is the cause of 
the many complaints of the iron running 
hard and not as good as it was in former 


years.

Co., Florence, Ala., desire bids on double 
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“Beehive Power Plants.” 

There is a constantly swelling 
lament over the decline of the small 
manufacturer and the decay or grow- 
ing disuse of the apprentice system. 
Whatever may be the causes of these 
regretable results, their accomplish- 
ment may be resisted in a way that is 
simple, yet very practical. What is 
termed the “beehive power plant” is 
the best hope of the American me- 
chanic, for by its aid he may become 
manufacturer, inventor and in time 
proprietor and promotor of great en- 
terprises. By a ‘beehive plant” is 
meant a large building (or a building 
contiguous to which other structures 
may be erected) supplied with steam 
or other power, shafting and other 
requisite machinery, where workmen 
or small capitalists may rent room and 
power to prosecute any desired in 
dustry. Such a plant has been sug- 
gested by Mr. W. T. Rolph to the 
Commercial Club of Louisville as a 
promising plan for multiplying the 
smaller industries of Kentucky’s me- 
tropolis, Mr. Rolph refers to the 
good accomplished by a “beehive 
plant” erected at Rochester, N.Y, 
his former home. Its success was 
immediate and continuous, and it laid 
the foundations of the fortunes of 
many of the wealthy men of that 
bustling city. But for the “plant” 
they might be working yet at the 
bench and lathe. The mechanic sup- 
plied with room and power is at no 
outlay for building or machinery, and 
simply risks his rent and time, while 
the entire profit of his work is his 
own. Could any more promising 
plan for improving the fortunes of 
workingmen be devised? It is greatly 
preferable to the co operative policy, 
for in that the profits must be divided. 
Moreover, the successful renter of 
power could in a little while set up 
his own “plant,” including power and 
machinery. 

“Beehive plants” hold out really 
good prospects everywhere, but 
especially in the South, where many 
considerable communities have few 
or no mechanical indus'ries. But all 
communities, large and small, would 
find the supplying of room and 
power to small capitalists and me- 
chanics a safe and paying investment. 
It would be difficult to enumerate the 
industries that a fifty thousand, hun- 
dred thousand or two hundred thous- 
and dollar “plant” would call into 
play wherever located. In establish- 
ing such “plants” the co operative 
plan could be followed in supplying 
the capital. Sums of $20,000 and 
upwards could be raised by “power 
plant” companies made up of as 
many subscribers as might be deemed 
advisable, and small capitalists and 
mechanics at home or abroad invited 
to rent quarters. Indeed, the Knights 
of Labor and the trades’ unions 
would find in the multiplication of 
“beehive plants” a practical method 
of solving many of the problems 
which engage their attention.

A SPECIAL correspondent writing 
from Anniston calls attention to a 
serious mistake made by many inves- 
tigators, like the Hewitt-Cooper party, 
who, in their travels through the 
South, rush from one town to another 
so rapidly as to make it impossible 
to carefully investigate the resources 
of any one place. In Anniston, for 
instance, about two hours only was 
the time allowed for an examination 
of the many great industries, the car 
works, the pipe works, furnaces, ore 
mines, &c., while two days could 
have been profitably spent if a thor- 
ough knowledge of what Anniston 
has and what she is doing were de- 
sired. In other places the same hur- 
ried and partial examination was 
made. It is to be regretted that 
these distinguished visitors did not 
take more time to make a thorough 
investigation of the resources and 
advantages of the South, that they 
might the more fully appreciate the 
magnitude of the progress of this 
section and the wonderful resources 
on which this growth is based.

One of the notably striking prom- 
ised industries of the South is the 


new bag factory to be located at 
Concord, N. C., with a capital of 
$1,000,000. It will be supplied with 
the Kerr bag-making machine now 
in use at the factory in Durham, N. 
C., which turns out 100,000 bags 
daily. The machine is the invention 
of Mr. Wm. Kerr, son of the late Prof, 
Kerr, at one time State Geologist of 
North Carolina. Mr. Kerr has gone 
to Chicago to arrange for the con- 
struction of the “plant” for the pro- 
posed factory at Concord, which, it 
is expected, will start about Septem- 
ber 1. The factory will have 16,000 
spindles. On one floor will be the 
bag works. These will make all 
kinds of bags, from a three pound 
salt bag to heavy burlap bags. The 
bags will be made and printed in col- 
ors at one operation. The cotton 
will in this factory literally go from 
bale to bag. All the processes, two 
in all, are covered by Mr. Kerr’s pat- 
ents. The factory at Concord will 
not only work up the product of its 
16,000 spindles, but also the entire 
product of another cotton mill.

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THE SOUTH IN 1889, 


The Record of the Last Three 
Months. 


UNPRECEDENTED DEVELOPMENT. 


The past three months have witnessed in the South a 
succession of newly undertaken enterprises which taxes 
the resources of description. One needs but to peruse 
the survey which the ManuractuRERs’ Recorp affords 
its readers in this issue of the industrial ventures and 
improvements at the South for the first three months of 
1889 to realize that this section’s b»om is heretostay. The 
range of enterprise is vast and really embraces the whole 
field of industry. Scarcely a week has passed since the 
opening of the yea~ that has not witnessed the formation 
of companies backed by millions of capital to prosecute 
great enterprises, while the number of smaller, but none 
the less important ventures, has surprisingly multiplied. 
The fact is that the South’s real “boom” hascome. Some of 
the things that were attempted heretofore were. to some ex 
tent, tentative, or if you choose, speculative. The experi- 
mental stage, however, has passed. The ventures now made 
in this section by capital seeking investment are, for the 
most part, the result of sound judgment based upon care- 
ful observation. It may be said without the faintest 
shadow of extravagance or exaggeration that the South 
ern States of the American Union present the best oppor- 
tunities to be found in the whole civilized world for the 
investment of capital. It may be said, too that this sec 
tion is to a great extent unadvertised as to its varied re- 
sources. Its wealth in iron, coal and other minerals, its 
vast yield of cotton and its crops of tobacco, sugar, rice 
and varieties of fruits are now more or less familiar to 
inquiring investors, but the world has yet to learn of the 
richness of the South’s resources and its industrial and 
agricultural possibilities. The West has been “boomed” 
sys ematically, in and out of season, for three genera- 
tions, while the South’s new growth is a thing of yester 
day, as it were, so recent is its origin. The Manurac- 
TURERS’ Recorp is steadily extending the knowledge of 
the South’s vast resources and rapidly making known to 
the world the wonderful advantages of this favored land, 
but it still has a great work before it 

And yet the Southern boom presents features which 
have rarely been witnessed in the West’s advancement. 
The West’s development has been steady, continuous 
and largely the work of foreign additions to our popu- 
lation. The new South, or more properly speaking, the 
awakened South, is being built up by the enterprise of 
her own people and level headed investors from other 
sections of the Union. More or less European capital is 
being put into Southern lands, forests, mines, mille and 
factories, but Europe’s real part in the South’s develop- 
ment has yet to be played. Well informed foreigners are 
already pretty familiar with the South’s merits as a field 
for investment and enterprise, but when this section 
comes to be as well advertised as the great West has 
been, Europe’s surplus millions will need no urging to 
seek new homes in this, the most favored region of the 
new world. As it is, the South’s growth, while it is sur- 
prising, is upon the whole, normal and healthy. Here 
and there has been too much speculation, perhaps, but 
even in places that have enjoyed manifest “booms” the 
speculative era has passed. Values settled to a safe 
basis a year or more ago, in even the most w dely 
advertised neighborhoods, and outside of land purchases 
by individuals and companies, few speculative ventures 
are being made in the South. Nearly all the capi‘al, 
which runs far up into the millions, that has been in- 
vested in Southern enterprises for the past three months 
bas been put into legitimate and permanent works, the 
multiplicity and variety of which attest the confidence of 
their promoters. 

For some years past the Southern boom has been 
largely observable in particular States. This year, how- 
ever, the awakening is general, and from the Pennsyl- 
vania border to the Rio Grande, and from the Chio to the 
shores of the gulf, the South is at work in all the walks 
of industry and is assured of greater things to come. 
The South seems to defy depression. Northern furnaces 
are blowing out. Southern furnaces are multiplyi ig, new 
ones built from profits of existing “plants” Southern 
cotton mills are increasing, faith in their dividend-earn- 
ing power being so strong, based on past experience, 
as to draw heavy investments of capital for build- 
ing new mills. Mining and railroad building, too, goes 
on at a rapid pace. Some of the richest portions 
of the South are now being opened to the approach of 
capital and commerce. New towns and cities are spring: 











ing up, and even the most ‘ finished” of the older munici 
palities are bidding farewell to the spirit of old-fogyism 
and welcoming the genius of enterprise. The latest con- 
veniences and accessories of modern urban exis'ence, 
such as rapid transit, well-paved thoroughfares, sewerage, 
water works, gas works and electric lights and motors 
are being rapidly constructed or erected, and many cities 
and towns are offering liberal inducements ani fioancial 
support to industrial enterprises of various kinds. 

The bare recapitulation of the minor enterprises and 
industries, outside of mines, railways, furnaces and fac 
tories undertaken or enlarged in the South during the 
past three months, is a task in itself, but what with the 
projects that are forming, many all but executed, and the 
building outlook in almost every city and town, the in 
dustrial record for the year promises to be the greatest in 
the South’s history. And next year and each succeeding 
year will show a constantly iacreasing ratio of progress. 
Substantially and sufficiently it may be said the 
South is the El Dorado of the next half century. Cot 
ton, coal, iron and timber are her dowry, and assure her 
of ultimate industrial supremacy. 

The increase in the number of new enterprises pro- 
jected during the last three months, as compared with 
the corresponding periods of 1888 and 1887, has been very 
large, while in the amount of capital and capital stock 
represented the gain has also been remarkably heavy. 
For the three months of 1889 there were 1,259 new enter. 
prises reported, against 1,075 for the same time last year 
and 923 for same time 1887. 

A comparison of the new enterprises organized or pro- 
jected during the last three months, as compared with the

These figures show a gain of nearly $20,000,000, 
every State making a large increase except Florida, 
which has not yet fully recovered from the yellow 
fever troubles, and South Carolina, which during the 
first three months of 1888 organized some eight or nine 
large cotton mill companies, thus giving that quarter 
an unusually high total of capital and capital stock. 
The industrial progress of South Carolina is very 
gratifying, and new enterprises of a diversified character 
are being started a!l over the State, but it could hardly 
be expected that there would occur the organization of 
so many big cotton mill companies within any one three 
months’ period again as was reported last year.

The Flow of Money South.

As water flows in unending ways towards the center of 
the earth, so does money flow often in unsought channels 
towards the center of lowest cost of production. In 
years gone by the farmers hid their money amid the 
rafters of their houses or in the barn, while the mothers 
of the working peoples’ homes stored their earnings in 
the stocking or in the unread bible. But this is all 
changed now. The banking system of this country has 
earned the confidence of the people, so that now every- 
body keep their savings and surplus in the banks. To 
show how largely this is done the working people of 
Pittsburgh have deposited to their credit at four per 
cent. interest over $25,000,000 in the banks of Pitts- 
burgh, the Dollar Bank having this dey a deposit cf 
$14 530,000. Tuis is not only so in Pittsburgh, but is so 
throughout the land. The money is accumulating and 
the financiers are looking out for the safest and most pro- 
fitable‘in vestments. 

Thirty years ago you could buy the best and most 
valuable farm in West Moreland and Fayette counties, 
Pa , for $50 per acre, and the average land for $25 per 
acre Since that the value of the Connellsville coal and 
coke bas been developed. so that to-day much of the 
land that was worth but $25 or less 380 years ago is 
worth $1,000 per acre now. When the value of the coal 
was known money flowed in, railroads crept slong the 
ravines between the hills, pits were opened and coke 
ovens with livid fire lit up the hills, while hereand there 
towns sprung up where a house was never seen before, 
and now the struggling engines draw 2,000 cars a day 





from where the squirrels cracked their nuts when you 
and I were boys. 

There was a day not very long ago that the hills of 
Lebanon, Pa., could be bought for $5 per acre, but since 
that they found that the hill was full of iron ore, and all 
the family who owned it their children, grand children 
and any lucky one who married into the family are rich, 
and many of them millionaires, and I doubt if the Bank 
of France could buy the Lebanon iron mine to day. 

Nearly every week we have the news that certain 
financiers are traveling South, looking for investments, 
Thirty days ago I was offered a mineral property for 
$75,000. To-day the parties write me that they have put 
the price to $100,000. But I know large coal tracts that 
can be bought at very low figures, there being one tract 
of 50,000 acres of iron and coal land with heavy growth 
of poplar wood at $10 per acre in blocks of 5,000-acre lots. 

As the money flows down South the price of land ad- 
vances and everybody is benefited. Let it flow, for 
there are immense deposits of coal and iron in the 
South that, when opened, avill not only pay the investors 
with large profits, but will be the means of energising 
the whole country with a healthy and profitable pro- 
duction. 

The cotton manufacturers of the South think that 
there are factories enough for the present, so they want 
the money to stop flowing in that line. The iron furna- 
ces are making more metal than can be sold at a fair profit, 
80 they want the money to stop flowing in that line. But 
all are willing that it flow into coal land, iron land, 
railroads, shops and mills, and above all we want it to 
flow into steel works, which will not only be profitable to 
the investors, but will give us a market for the over-pro-

Roanoke will very probably be the 
southern terminus of the Valley branch of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, now com- 
pleted to Lexington, 50 miles from Roan 
oke.

What greater evidence of the success, 
prosperity and perpetuity of a city than 
these facts : 

During 1888 the city expended $16,000 
for public school building, $25,000 for 
sewerage, $25,000 for street inrprovement, 
$16,000 for miscellaneous public work. 

The very fact that over 150 letters of in- 
quiry are received daily by the people of 
this city asking for information regarding 
the city, the advantages, resources and 
possibilities of the sections, another very 
strong and positive evidence that the at- 
tention of the country is directed this 
way.

His plant has been 
completed, and he is now turning out 
a fine quality of nails. Thus the 
South presses steadily on, daily add- 
ing to the diversity of its industrial 
interests and becoming less and less 
dependent upon other sections for 
manufactured goods. Anniston, or 
rather South Anniston, though they 
are virtually one and the same, as the 
latter adjoins the former, is to be 
congratulated upon having added 
such an important plant as a nail mill. 
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A Revolution in Steel—Edge Tools at Unprecedentedly Low | 


Cost—Big Land and Industrial Companies. 
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The results of three months’ operations 
of the Falls City Malleable Iron & Steel 
Works have demonstrated the fact that a 
revolution in the manufacture of edged tcols 
is about to commence. The discovery, cov- 
ervd by letters patent to the company, is 
one which reduces the cost of making all 
sorts of tools to a point which will hardly be 
believed and which is not, therefore, neces- 
sary to state. The company have contented 
themselves with merely claiming that they 
will be able to undersell any tool now on 
the market and yet make a handsome profit. 
This claim is also based upon the under- 
standing that the tools made by the new 
process are to equal in quality those turned 
out under the eld method. A costly mortis- 
Ing chisel used by cabinet makers and join- 
ers which now retail for $450 when made 
by the old method, has been shown by this 
company, and is understood to cost by the 
new process less than 25 cents. For the 
past week the works have been open to the 
public, and the finished tools have been 
examined and tested bya large number of 
tool workers and mechanics, and thus far 
the product has fully met every require- 
ment, and the tools have been pronounced 
actually superior to those made by the old 
forging process, The extreme cheapness of 
the new process arises from the fact that 
with the exception of the cost of grinding, 
polishing and finishing they can be made 
nearly as cheap as malleable iron. Not- 
withstanding the process is covered by pat- 
ent it is understood that the company have 
reserved a secret in the process merely to 





protect themselves against annoying Jitiga- 


tion The simplicity of the process may be 
understood when it is explained that after 
casting the tool and refining the cutting 
edge under the hammer, any portion of the 
casting is converted into steel by any of the 
tempering baths. The old and slow pro- 
cess of making steel by complete decarbori- 
zation and partial recarborization is omitted 
and all the forging and welding necessary 
by other processes is entirely eliminated. 
The impression exists here among well- 
informed tool men that this process will be 
as valuable as that which resulted in the 
manufacture of Bessemer steel. The com- 
pany holding the patent and the present 
plant have already purchased considerable

ground on the line of the natural gas main, | 


and are now making preparations to build 
at once large new works which will give 
them a capacity of 12,000 cutting tools per 
day. Stock which was originally sold ata 
low figure for the purpose of establishing 
the first works and demonstrating the prac- 
ticability of the process is now held at par 
by the company, with a slight discount in 
favor of the original stockholders who have 
an option upon all remaining in the treas- 
ury, and all of which will be taken at once.

are completed will begin the construction 
of steel railway cars in which there will 
absolutely be no woodwork. They have 
already a number of orders for these cars 
from Western railroads, and there is little 
doubt that as fast as they are introduced the 
demand for them will increase. When the 
dangers of railway traveling are taken into 
consideration, the perils from fire and by 
the splintering of wood in collisions, and 
the upsetting of stoves in wrecks, it will be 
seen that the steel car, if satisfactory in 
other directions, solves a very serious prob- 
lem. In addition to this the company have 
assurances of the establishment on their 
lands of a steel bridge works and at least 
two other enterprises of similar character, 
all of which are now in successful operation 
in the North, and will bring a large amount 
of capital and a large number of men to 
Louisville. The company’s territory is in 
that quarter of the city through which nat- 
ural gas will be brought in, and the indus- 
tries established there will receive the bene- 
fits of this cheap fuel at once.

A natural gas main has been brought into 
the center of the city, and workmen are 
busy in every direction making the neces. 
sary connections to introduce the fuel into 
Already the 
plumbing establishments are filled with all 
the latest contrivances to secure safety and 
comfort in the use of gas, and for the past 
week or ten days excitement has been pre- 
vailing in business circles over the accom- 
plished fact. It is true that a mejority of 
the people of Louisville have refused to be- 
lieve that natural gas could be obtained in 
quantities sufficient to make its piping to 
the city profitable and practicable, but proof 
given by the company at the mains—where 
the gas is turned on with a roar like that of 
a cyclone—has convinced them all at last, 
and the consequence has been a tremendous 
rush to secure the benefits. There are about 
fifteen companies in the list, all having pro- 
ducing fields or being engaged in develop- 
ing territory, and the probability is that the 
possible natural gas supply of Louisville is 
just beginning to be investigated. Certain 
it is that the territory already developed 
does not cover one-tenth part of that where 
it has been shown that the gas can be ob- 
tained, and if all these inclusive lines are 
fully developed, the supply thus obtained 
will nearly equal that furnished at Pitts- 
burg: The Indiana legislature foolishly 
undertook to prevent gas from being piped 
from its southern boarder across the river to 
Louisville, but the companies operating on 
the Indiana side, and which are mostly

| They have therefore gone to work to construct 


their pipe line across the river and are now 
boring additional wells to supply gas to the 
Louisville mains. The Rock Gas P.pe Line 
Co. have just issued a circular announcing 
themselves in readiness to make contracts 
for supplying gas for fuel by May rst. The 
amount they will have to sell on that date 
would supply 50 large manufactories and 10,- 
oco stoves. This supply must be increased 
at least 200 per cent, to answer all the de- 
mands that will be made upon the company 
by next winter, and the probability is that it 
will at once lay a second main, parallel to 
the first, as soon as they have contracted for 
the total amount that can be delivered by 
the single eight-inch main. The influence 
of this fuel upon Louisville will be very 
great, rendering not only a more com/ort- 
able and attractive place of residence, but 
giving to a variety of manufacturing estab- 
lishments steady and thorough heat, which 
will make it cheaper than coal, even at the 
same apparent cost. No more trouble will 
be met in procuring all the money necessaay 
to develop to the utmost the natural gas ter- 
rilory surrounding Louisville.

The Commercial Club's latest census of 
the population of Louisville, based upon 
the new directory just issued for 1889, is 
227,000, which shows an increase of 14 000 
over 1888. It is highly probable that the 
the present year will increase the population 
more than any other single year since the 
war. a"s 

Information from Bevier, in Muhlenberg 
county, is to the effect that John Oman, of 
Nashville, who recently opened a building- 
stone quarry at that point, has enlarged it so 


considerably that he is about to open an- 
other at the same point in order to get fur- 
ther varieties of stone. The stone from this 
county has been largely used in the erection 
of costly buildings in Nashville and other 
cities, and it is said to be obtaining the pre- 
ference at many points where Lake Superior 
and other stone have been formerly used.

Editor Manufacturers’ Record: 

In their official capacities the gentlemen 
directing the great companies in Florence 
are often in receipt of communications 
from all classes of workmen, who, attract- 
ed by the reports they have had, are desir- 
ous of obtaining specific information ap- 
plicable to their own cases, concerning the 
actual state of affairs here, and in pursuit 
of this, naturally seek it at the fountain 
head. In the present crowded and de- 
pressed condition of labor, North and 
East, where mechanic and artisan, shop 
girl and mill girl jostle and elbow each 
other in the struggle for the work and pit- 
tance of wages that mean to them literally 
their daily bread, it is but natural that 
their attention should be attracted by even 
the faintest breath of rumor to any place 
that offers a better chance, not only in the 
way of work and wages, but in health and 
comfort. In the older and more thickly 
populated manufacturing cities the price 
of land is so high that rents are almost 
prohibitors to the working classes, 
except for the poorest accommo- 
dations and in the worst and most 
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squalid localities, places where honest 
labor is force’ to live side by side with 
all the wretchedness and vice that de- 
grades such cities. To raise a family 
under such circumstances, so that the sons 
grow up industrious and the daughters 
virtuous, is a task worthy of the closest at- 
sention.. But when we find the father and 
mother, compelled by fierce competition for 
work, forced to be away from their children 
from daylight until dark six days in the 
week, our only wonder is that there is not 
more depravity and crime. Left to them- 
selves, there is danger that the sons may 
become, first, corner loafers and rowdies; 
next, drunkards and thieves, and, lastly, 
gallows birds or inmates of the penitenti- 
ary; while the daughters, familiar from 
youth with the form and face of vice, may 
end by bringing shame to the parents who 
bore them. Crowded in tenements, teem- 
ing with others like themselves, in narrow 
streets, heated like ovens by the fierce 
glare of the summer sun upon the huge 
masses Of bricks which compose a great 
city, and reeking with all the nauseous 
vapors natural to such a close population, 
it is no wonder that death stalks rampant 
among them, cutting down young and old 
with awful impartiality. Add to this a 
winter climate which demands fuel, and 
much of it, with warm and heavy clothing 
and comfortable quarters in order to keep 
the laborer in the highest efficency for his 
work, and we see a few of the problems 
which confront him in our huge manufac- 
ing centers. From necessity the workman, 
being dependent upon his daily earnings 
for his dsily bread, must make his pur- 
chases in small] quantities. It isa known 
fact that the retail market is the highest 
market. The dealers selling to this trade 
must buy cheap, and to buy cheap means 
to buy inferior grades—adulterated tea, 
coffee and sugar, poor meat, stale vege- 
tables and mouldy flour. 

Under such circumstances, what shall 
the laborer do? Shall he stay, parched 
in summer and chilled in winter, breath- 
ing a tainted atmosphere, badly fed, clothed 
and housed, with famine stariog him in 
the fuce in case of sickness, and the fate 
of his famiiy, in the event of his death, 
a perpetual nightmare—or shall he go 
to some place in this broad land where 
he can live like aman and not like a slave; 
where he can bring up his family without 
fear for his sons and daughters, and with 
the advantages of social and moral train- 
ing; where he can breathe pure air and 
enjoy the sunshine, and where he can 
hope to better his cond.tion, have some- 
thing he can call his own, and leave that 
something to keep his wife and children 
from the almshouse, the jail and the 
streets ?~ 

Just such a place is Florence! A young 
city, just spreading her wings for a trium- 
phal flight towards the highest pinnacle of 
prosperity, with room for all beneath their 
protecting shadow ; with broad and roomy 
streets; with schools and churches free for 
all; workshops, mills, factories, furnaces, 
pure air, water from the living rock, a 
land around it teeming with plenty, free 
from epidemics and malaria, warmed by 
the rays of a Southern sun to the produc- 
tion of every fruit and vegetable necessary 
to mankind, offering with outstretched 
hands a welcome to all who come and 
share in her new born prosperity. 

The North and East are full to over 
flowing, the West has seen its day, but 
there is the broad and full daylight of 

rogress in the South. With her mighty 
‘orests, her fertile valleys, her network of 
navigable rivers, her list of every 
kind of mineral and metal, she is, to day, 
the proudest monument of the genius. en- 
terprise, brain and pluck of the century, 
am it is tothe spot of all others in that 
land of great realities that we wish to show 


your attention, standing, as it does, upon 
the hills above the H n of the South, 
encircled: by mountajin-born streams with 


clear and pid waters; with a climate 
soft and balmy, cheap land, cheap living 
and honest wages for honest labor. 

No man who is willing to work need 
beg his bread in Florence. Our system 
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has been ed with wise forethought, 
and every member of every family can 
contribute his or her share to the general 
support. For the father and husband 
ne & vole & eee ea eee oe 
boys and girls in shoe and clothing 
factories, and for the women the looms 
and spindles in the mills. There is no 
need to live crowded in alleys and to go on 
year after year with nothing to look for- 
ward to. Here, there is hope, and not 
only the possibility but the certainty of 
realizing it; there, nothing but work, 
the probability of losing it at any mo- 
ment, for no tault, and then despair and 
ruin. Here, schools and churches invite 
you; there, the almshouse and the reform- 
atory. Here, and good-will; there, 
extortion and oppression. Here, good and 
cheap living; there, high prices and 
adulteration. Here, a mild, open and 
healthy climate; there, an atmosphere 
thick with smoke and foul with stenches, 
freezing in winter and burning in summer 
Here, work for all; there, work for but 
few. Here, good wages for good work; 
there, long hours and low wages. 

But you want figures. Facts we have 
already given you. Part of them you 
understand better than we do, for you 
have felt and endured their miseries witha 
wonderful patience. Let us, then, come 
down to dollars and cents Many men 
cannot tel] that twice ten are twenty, but 
when they come to the commercial value 
of adollar, what it is worth in bread, meat, 
clothing, fuel and rent, you touch their 
pockets and so reach their understandings 
Bread and meat are cheaper here than in 
the cities, for we grow them, pay no 
cost of transportation and can sell 
for less, besides, season for season 
a man can thrive here on less than it re 
quires to nourish and keep up the bodily 
heat in colder climates, thus making a 
saving in amount For,the same reason, 
less and lignter, &c., consequently yo wed 
clothing is required, so that your dollar 
will do more for you in the way of cloth- 
ing here, than there Less fuel, too, will 
he necessary for your homes, and coal and 
wood are cheaper than in the North and 
East. Here, at the same rent, a man may 
have a home to himself, with privacy, light 
and air. There, a room in a crowded ten- 
ement, his only breath of air tainted with 
sewer gas, and his only view of God’s 
glad sunlight the narrow gleam that makes 
its way between the housetops. 

These are the figures, facts and reasons. 
Judge them for yourselves. 

Take time and weigh them. Look be- 
fore you leap. Survey past, present and 
future, and then decide whether you will 
go on in the old rut, going deeper in the 
mire with each passing day, or, Jeaving it, 
join, hand and heart, a new era that offers 
to you peace, plenty and - ty.

A NEW YORKER TALKS. 


What a Business Man Said About 
Anniston During the Hewitt- 
Cooper Party's Visit to 
the ‘‘Model City.” 











[Special correspondence ManuracturgERs’ Recorp.} 
ANNISTON, ALA., March 20, 1889. 

Yesterday the Hewitt-Cooper party, 
from New York, inspected the “Model 
City.” I had thought something of in- 
terviewing several of these notable New 
Yorkers, but they were so bury seeing 
Anniston’s great industries during the brief 
period they spent here, that I didn’t get a 
chance to pass half a dozen words with a 
single member of the party. It turned 
out, hc wever, that through one of them I 
had the pleasure of meeting another New 
Yorker, who has taken time to study An- 
niston thoroughly and in a business like 
way, and whose opinions are therefore en- 
titled to no small consideration. This was 
Mr. W.S Witham, of Stebbins & Witham, 
No. 635 Broadway, New York. First, a 
word about this Hewitt-Cooper company 
of capitalists. 

This party of Northern gentlemen, now 
making a tour of investigation through 
the South, is composed of two of New 
York’s ex mayors, viz: Hon Abram 8. 
Hewitt and his brother-in law, Hon. Ed- 
ward Cooper; Mr. John H. Inman, presi- 
dent of the Richmond & West Point Ter- 





minal Co.; Col. John ©. Calhoun, Mr. 
Ralph Ellis, and Mr. Frederick Taylor, all 





of New York, and Mr. B. F. Fackenthal, 
Jr., who registers from Pennsylvania. 
They arrived in Anniston at 10 P. M., 
took breakfast between 9 and 10, and then 
spent exactly two hours and twenty-five 
minutes inspecting the industries of An- 
niston. And so they did not have half 
time enough to see the capacity, equip- 
ment and the work going on at the mil- 
lion-dollar car works alone, to say nothing 
of the plants represented by the other 
sixteen millions of dollars now invested 
in profitable industrial plants in and 
around this city. It is possible, of course, 
that they made their stay so brief on 
account of a previous knowledge of An- 
niston, but if this be a sample of the way 
they are investigating the advantages 
offered by other Southern towns, when | 
they get home they will know precious 
little more than when they started South. | 

Therefore, while other papers are cour- | 
teously printing long interviews with 
these cursory observers, I am persuaded | 
that I may possibly succeed in giving the 
MaNvuFACTURERS’ Recorp’s Northern 
readers a more satisfactory account of An- 
niston as viewed from a New Yorker's 
standpoint than if I had taken down the 
impressions of one of the Hewitt-Cooper 
coterie of tourists. 

Moreover, I am half inclined to guess 
that these very gentlemen got more in- 
formation from Mr. Witham, the New 
Yorker above mentioned, who has investi- 
gated and made some investments in An- 
niston, than they obtained in their ride of 
less than three hours around the city, for 
I noticed that he took breakfast with them, 
and, as has been stated, about an hour was | 
spent in eating and talking at the break- | 
fast table. 

I happened to hear a member of this 
already famous traveling party ask Mr. 
Witbam what he thought of Anniston. 
He replied that if allor even half of our 
aspiring Southern towns were bowling 
along the highway of prosperity at the 
rate of speed which Anniston is making, 
the South would soon be richer than New 
England, and her citizens would be seekers 
after good investments instead of seekers 
after outside capi al as now. 

Afterwards, when I got an opportunity 
to talk with Mr. Witham, he told me how 
some months ago he had started three 
banks in the South, of which he is presi- 
dent of two and of the other vice presi- 
dent, and that the profits of these banks 
were such as to lead him to make a thor- 
ough investigation of promising Southern 
towns. After visiting a number of points 
which he had seen advertised, but which 
failed to tempt him to invest, while engaged 
in investigating Atlanta, a telegram from 
Anniston reached him. He hadn’t been in 
the town more than 24 hours before he was 
satisfied that at last he had struck the right 
place. In fact, the day after he landed he 
made a considerable investment. 

“What impressed you most on your arri- 
val here?” I asked. 

“It happened,” said he, “that the night I 
got to Anniston (that was in January of 
this year) the result of a municipal election 
was being announced. There was a crowd 
of several thousand (evidently working 
men and boys) out on the streets burning 
bon-fires and all that sort of thing, and 
yet I failed to see a singie individual under 
liquor’s influence or to hear a single oath. 
So soon as I got to the hotel I told an 
acquaintance that I had struck the town to 
leave my money in. Why? Because, I 
argued, a town with no gin mill's where a 
quarter of a million a month was paid out 
in wages, must be a prosperous place—a 
place where mechanics and other indus- 
trious workingmen would put their sav- 
ings into homes instead of into beer.”

erty?”

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“Yes, the very next day after I arrived 
in Annistoo. How did I come out on the 
investment? In less than a week the 
very same agent through whom I made 
the purchase, Mr. R H. Cobb, sold it for 
me at acash profit of over 400 per cent. 
In other words, I paid $4,000 for the tract 
and sold it for $18,000. I am only sorry 
that I turned it loose so soon. However, 
as that transaction bas led to other invest- 
ments up to nearly $100,000, every one of 
which I am thoroughly satisfied with, I 
have no cause to quarrel with myself for 
selling when I did.”

You will see in a day's ride round the city 


| industries and enterprises out of debt, in 
| the hands of practical men, all paying good 


profits on the seventeen millions of dollars 
that they represent. These industries 
cannot fail to be increased and multiplied 
in view of the combination of iron, coal 
and timber here at « point whence radiate 
six lines of rail, two owned and operated 
by Anniston men, one thousand feet above 
the sea, with pure water, thorough . drain- 
age, twenty two churches, a most salu- 
brious climate—in short, with every ad- 
vantage enjoyed by any inland Southern 
town, and with not a single drawback 
that I have so far discovered. Therefore, 
I am satisfied that there will be 25,000 
people here by 1891.”

I heard down town to day that Mr. 
Witham was to be made president of the 
Corning Land & Loan Co. And so I 
asked him if the report were true. “Yes,” 
he said, “I have accepted that trust, and 
do you know what Iam going to do in 
return for tbe compliment? I am going 
to build out of my own pocket s church 
and school building, and I propose to fur- 
nish free education to the children of all 
who may reside in Corning.” 

Corning, by-the-bye, is a town site ad- 
joining Anniston, where a model suburban 
town is now being built. It was named 
after Mr. John 8 Corning, of Boston, 
Mass., who has recently invested largely 
in Anniston.

I asked Mr. Witham what he had said 
to those fellow citizens of his from New 
York. “I told them,” he replied, “that in 
my opinion real estate, in good, substan-

I have been often asked how a “‘limonite”’ carrying silica and other impurities could contain 59 per cent. or 
even over 60 per cent. of metallic iron, when a pure typical limonite contains only 59.9 per cent. of the metal. 
The apparent difficulty arises from a confusion of terms. All brown iron ores are not limonite. Gothite, 
which resembles limonite, contains 62.9 per cent. of iron, and turgite, which though reddish, is still a 
hydrated oxide, contains 66 29 per cent. of iron. I may make this matter still clearer by stating that limon- 

te contains 14.4 per cent of water, gothite 10.1 per cent. and turgite only 5 3 per cent. As te very 
frequently occurs with limonite, as ite closely resembles the latter, and as iron ore originally ted 
as li nonite may have subsequently lost some of its water, it is very ane to see how brown iron ores may 
exist which contain more iron than the brown hematite, properly called limonite.

Gentlemen—Your letter enclosing a 
ground plan of your works was duly re- 
ceived. I take pleasure in expressing the 
favorable impression made on the engi- 
neer-in-chief, Commodore Melville, and 
myself of the character and extent of 
your works during our visit on the 27th 


ultimo. We found the works to be ona 
large scale, occupying about twelve acres, 


with suitable buildings and yard. We 
found about 410 men employed in the 
manufacture of locomotives of various 
kinds, stationary engines, mill work, and 
steel boilers for marine and land purposes, 
some of which are of a heavy kind. 
There is an erect'ng shop 350x50 feet 
provided with a travelling overhead crane 
of 15 tons capacity and equipped with the 
necessary tools and appliances for heavy 
and extensive work. The boiler shop is 
equipped with hydraulic riveting ma- 
chines, rolls, cranes, shears, punches, etc., 
required for a large works, and a few addi- 
tional tools will enable you to handle the 
beaviest work with facility. You have an 
ample pattern shop, furnished with modern 
machinery, sufficient for general purposes, 
and a large four-story brick building with 
water tower for safe storage of wooden 
patterns.

Melville and Chief Engineer De Valin have 
both inspected these works, and unite in 
declaring them “with a very additions to 
the plant prepared to do any work on ma- 
rine engines and boilers which the Navy 
Department may require.” Now, as inti- 
mated at the outset, the existence of such 
a p'ant here in the South will be news to 
nine tenths even of the readers of the 
MANUFACTURERS REcoRD, and probably 
to nine hundred and ninety-nine out of 
every thousand of the Northern people 
generally. 

In view of the recent removal of the 
United States monitors to Richmond, I 
had intended making certain investiga 
tions that would be interesting in connec- 
tion with the proposed excavations just 
below this city, which, if ever made, will 
convert this port into one of the most im- 
portant naval stations in the Union. While 
I am compelled to postpone consideration 
of that important possibility, it is never- 
theless worth noting that the existence 
here of such a plant as has just been de- 
scribed by Chief Engineer De Valin 
would, in the event of war, prove of the 
utmost strategic interest. And so it is 
possible that the Navy Department may, 
in order to keep the plant available for 
such a contingency, encourage heavy en- 
gine and boiler building at these works. 

However, it is sufficient at present to 
consider only their equipment for the con- 
struction of railway locomotives, leaving 
their availability for naval demands to fu- 
ture consideration. 

While I was in the office the other day 
some estimates were being discussed for a 
number of locomotives intended for South 
American roads, and I ventured to ask if 
the order could be filled as cheaply and ex 
peditiously as any of the Northern works. 
“Yes,” was the response, “with the new 
tools we are now putting in we can build 
these locomotives as cheaply and quickly 
as any works in this country, and why 
not? We have the room, the tools, the 
skilled labor ; and the Virginia iron, which 
we get within 200 miles, is admittedly 
among the very best procurable.” 

I spc ke of that traditional prejudice or 
eentimental fayor which seems to prevail 
among locomotive engineers, often to the 
disadvantage of new works. While it was 
admitted that engineers sometimes ‘ fall in 
love with” this or that make of locomo- 
tive, and even after becoming master 
machinists, occasiona)ly retained this par- 
tiality, reference was made with evident 
pleasure and apparent pride to the high 
encomiums that had been paid these 
works by many delegates to the conven- 
tion of the brotherhood that met in Rich- 
mond last October. By invitation of the 
company the convention visited the works 
and examined critically the engines there 
in course of construction, and to a man 
they expressed themselves as surprised to 





find such examples of workmansbip in 
Southern shop. The designs, proportions 
and care being taken in the work were re- 
marked upon by a number of the most in- 
telligent and skillful of the delegates, while 
Chief Arthur took occasion to emphasize 
this favorable comment in a public ad 
dress. 

I might go into details of description at 
great length. and I might tell how several 
steamships had sent here for heavy re- 
pairs, which were accomplished with sur- 
prising facility, and I might mention the 
enormous amount of boiler-making going 
on here, but with the Jetters already given 
and the illustrations that go with this 
article, the original idea may be fully at- 
tained without further multiplication of

production. Gloomy views indulged in 
by a great many buyers on the iron ques- 
tion, and possibly with more good reason 
than is apparent. They overlook one fact, 
however, that for months past consumers 
have teen buying only what they have 
been obliged to buy, and that nearly all 
consumers have been in need of supplies 
which in needing will help to maintain a 
steady market. There is less activity in 
Western markets and also less activity in 
Southern markets, the reason being that 
the large consumers in the West have cov- 
ered their wants for a few weeks to come. 
Another reason is that the iron making 
.and buying interests are waiting to see 
what the railroad builders willdo. Should 
the next thirty days develop considerable 
railroad building activity, the market will 
feel the stimulus and buyers, instead of 
buying in a small way, will buy in a larger 
way, and this more active buying will 
have the desired effect of strengthening 
prices as well. At New York liberal sales 
of standard brands of foundry were made 
last week, a few good orders were placed 
for structural and plate iron, but nails are 
very dull. Only a few small orders were 
reported in the steel rail mills at about 
$27, to be delivered. The steel rail situ- 
ation is in a rather unsatisfactory 
shape. The trade is looking every day 
for the announcement of a new allot- 
ment. In all probability the railroad 
builders will be active buyers of rails 
during the coming month This state- 
ment is made on the strength of in- 
quiries that have been coming in for the 
past month and on offers that have been 
made. More rails could have been sold 
during March had the mill owners accepted 
some of the offers made. A few contracts 
which were made between $26 and $27a 
few weeks ago have unsettled confidence 
all around, and has led a good many buyers 
to maintain that by holding off they would 
be able to obtain extra concessions. It 
now seems probable that $2750 and $28 
will be the average price paid for rails, 
but information on this point is rather 
foggy. Among buyers that are now in 
the market are three or four roads running 
out of Chicago, besides two or thrie roads 
south of the Ohio. The Southern trunk 
lines will also be moderate buyers, and, ‘n 
fact, nearly all of the leading railway sys- 
tems will be in the market for supplies, but 
the contracts may not te placed for some 
weeks tocome. One or two rail authori- 
tiles are predicting a rushirg demand. 
Their faith in a very active movement is 
deserving of notice, but the probabilitics 
all point to a moderate movement upon 





is selling in New York at 1.70 cts. Wages 
have been reduced at quite a number of 
furnaces and mills within the past week or 
so. At four or five mills in Eastern Penn- 
tylvania mill men threaten to strike, but 
the reductions announced will be insisted 
upon even though a shut-down should be 
the alternative. Mill owners were hoping 
for greater concessions in coal and tolls 
than they have been favored with. The 
price of crude and finished iron has been 
reduced as far as circumstances will prob- 
ably allow fur the rest of the season. A 
restriction of output now seems to be the 
only alternative. The requirements for 
railway material, car-building and ship- 
building are very numerous, All of the 
ship-yards are crowded with work. The 
Cramps and other ship-bui'ders are inter- 
ested in the passage of a law which will 
allow them to increase their manufactur- 
ing capital from $1,000,000 to $5,000,000. 
The law will probably pass. There is an 
urgent demand for shipping of all kinds 
and considerable New York capital is 
likely to be attracted into ship building 
enterprises within the next year or two. 
Bridge-building material is also in fair de- 
mand, and several railroad companies are 
in the market for material to construct 
iron bridges in the place of wooden 
bridges. In Western Pennsylvania there 
is a moderate activity for all kinds of ma- 
terial. Bessemer iron is bringing $16 to 
$16.50. Nails are dull. At Cleveland 
large contracts for iron ore have been 
placed, and as rates are fixed for the sea- 
son, the requirements of large ore con- 
sumers will be covered rapidly at an ad- 
vance of twenty five to forty cents per ton. 
In Chica,o there is a very active de- 
mand. The talk of a combination of the 
rail mills in the West is likely to result in 
the consummation. Several large trans 
actions bave been closed in the West for 
tubes. Sheet iron makers are quite busy, 
as also are the galvanized iron makers. 
There is a fair demand for steel through- 
out the West, and general demand is pick- 
ing up Steel rails are quoted at $30 
West. Barbed wire is $275 for painted. 
There is a good deal of activity amonz tke 
smaller buyers of iron and steel, and they 
will no doubt cover their requirements as 
fast as orders are booked. The downward 
tendency in prices has been arrested ac- 
cording to some authorities, but there are 
other authorities nearly as good who look 
for a farther depression, but it all depends 
upon the magnitude of the demand for 
mill and furnace products during the next 
thirty days. 

The Anthracite coal trade is very slug- 
gish. The output has been reduced to
